" SUMMARY OF STUDENT DRUG ABUSE 


IN COUNTY SCHOOLS, GRADES 9-12 


VISALIA — A drug abuse 
survey of Tulare County High 
School students in grades 9 
through 12 was conducted 


recently at the request of the 


Tulare County Coordinating 
Council of Drug Abuse (DATA), 
with cooperation in the project 
by the. Tulare County Medical 
society, the Tulare County 


. School Health Advisory board, 


the Tulare County Department 
of Education, and high schools 
that participated on a voluntary 
basis : 


DATA’s request was based on 
the fact that no substantial 
statistics are. available for the 
county area, therefore adequate 
plans for dealing with the 
problem would be exceedingly 
difficult to formulate. 

The survey, similar to one 
done in. San Mateo county, 
requested students on a 
voluntary basis to indicate their 
use of seven different categories 
of substances - tobacco, LSD, 
marijuana, amphetamines, 
barbituates, heroin, alcohol - 
within the past 12 months 
preceding the survey in four 
different categories - “never,” 
“1-2” times, “3-9” times, and 
“10 up.” 

The confidential conditions 
under which the survey was 
conducted does not permit 
identification of the person 
making the response or 
segregating the results by schools 
or school district. 

The data reflects county-wide 
figures that include responses 
from 8,779 students - 4,376 
males and 4,403 females, 
representing 76.83% of those 
surveyed, 

A study of each category of 
use shows trends, For example, 
LSD is still around. Some 
students at each grade level have 
experimented with it: The 
experimentation goes down for 


gitls and up for boys in the 
junior year indicating that 
preventive education should 
concentrate on a lower grade 
level. 

Alcohol shows a decided 
increase between freshman and 
sophomore year (7.3% increase 
between freshman and 
sophomore, 4.8% between 
sophomore and junior). 
Traditional methods of alcohol 
education may need to be 
examined and the social 
practices of society and 
advertisers’ effect on young 
people taken into consideration 
in drug use prevention programs. 

No attempt was made in this 
survey to establish reasons or 
motives for use. A 
Commmunity-wide plan needs 
to be established for all 
communities to provide for 


prevention, treatment, 
rehabilitation, and recreational 
activities for teenagers. 

Although the survey reflects a 
favorable comparison with state 
and national figures, it must be 
assumed that any use of drugs 
by the students in high school 
requires serious considetation 
and cooperation of the parents, 
the schools, and other concerned 
social agencies if a cooperative 
effort to develop programs of 
prevention and control is to be 
successful. 

In order to secure an estimate 
of the extent of use, the survey 
form given to the students 
divided their response into 
“never used,” ‘1 or 2 times,” “3 
to 9 times,”. and more than “10 
times.’’ Any drug use or 
experimentation is, of course, a 
serious problem. However, 
where use is indicated as more 
than ten times, possible 
addiction to certain drugs is 
possible. The results of the 
survey indicated the following:

It is proposed that the Tulare 
County Coordinating Committee 
of Drug Abuse utilize this 
information to develop a 
cooperative approach in the 
community to combat the drug 
problem. It is hoped that the 
information derived from the 
survey will promote action and 
develop guidelines for the 
development and design of 
adequate drug education 
programs. The survey has further 
defined the areas of need for 
drug education which requires 
emphasis and greater impact. 
The survey can act as a bench 
mark in determining through 
future surveys whether or not 
the efforts of parents and 
community agencies are 
effective in reducing the 
problem in our county. 

The survey information is an 
important step in the plan to 
align parents, community 
agencies, the medical 
professions, the schools, and 
others in an attack on the drug 
abuse problem in our county.

Mathias Joins In 
Court Case On 
Student Bussing 


WASHINGTON D.c. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 


joined with 75 of his colleagues 


in filing a Friend of the Court 
brief in the Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg case, which the 
U.S. Supreme Court has agreed 
to hear on October 12. 

This precedent-setting action 
is being taken by members of 
Congress because Federal 
officials and the courts have 
ignored the law, according to 
Mathias, who explained, 
“Congress in the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 specifically forbade the 
assignment and bussing of pupils 
for the purpose of overcoming a 
racial imbalance. However, 
Federal officials and the courts, 
since the first United States y. 
Jefferson County Board of 
Education case, have 
misconstrued and failed to 
follow the clear intent of 
Congress. In the first Jefferson 
case, the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals decided that Congress 
did not really mean what it said 
when it prohibited pupil 
assignments and bussing.” 

The Charlotte case is the first 
one concerning the issues of 
bussing and assignments the U.S. 
Supreme Court has agreed to 
consider. 

“This case and the others to 
be considered with it,” Mathias 
said, “in all likelihood will result 
in a ruling on the legality of 
pupil assignments and bussing to 
overcome a racial imbalance in 
the schools. The ruling will 
greatly affect the future of the 
nation’s school systems,” 

Mathias stated that Congress 
cannot stand idly by while the 
laws are ignored or altered by 
the courts and the Executive 
branch. “The time has come,” 
he said, “using the Charlotte 
case as the vehicle, to insure that 
the will and directives of 
Congress and the people are 
carried out and not contravened. 

“My colleague, Congressman 
William C. Cramer of Florida, 
the author of the 
anti-assignment amendment to 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964, has 
intervened as Amicus Curiae in 
the Charlotte-Mecklenburg case 
with the consent of the parties. 
I’m happy to join with him in 
communicating to the Supreme 
Court what Congress meant by 
the, language contained in 
Sections 401 and 407 of the 
1964 Act.”

A PLAY IS NO BETTER THAN SO-SO 
IF STAR DOES NOT KNOW HIS LINES

A play can be no better than 
so-so if the leading man does not 
Know his lines, which makes 
“The Family Man” at the Barn 
theater no better than so-so 
because Glen Gates did not 
Know his lines as of last 
Saturday night. 

Which is not the first time we 
have seen Barn actors recite, 
stumble, hesitate, but when we 
do see this we always wonder 
why those folks who want to be 
actors don’t face a major fact of 
theatrical life - there has to be 
work with the fun, or the cash 
customers become unhappy. 

And a second generally 
disturbing characteristic of this 
play is arm-waving - Gates does 
it; he even has the old pro Jack 
Havery doing it; most of the 
women in the cast do it. 

Which brings us to Terry 
Bergfalk, the leading lady. Terry 
does not wave her arms, overall 
she does a rather good job of 
acting, even though she confided 
to us in an after-the-show 
interview (about two days after) 
that she was not at her best on 
Saturday. ‘However, we have 
never seen an actor who 
admitted that she or he was at 
his or her best. 

Then there are the old 
smoothies - Eldon Hunt and 
Beverly Gorne. Director 
Beverly’s name does not appear 
in the program as a member of 
the cast, but there she was on 
stage, and somehow or other 
when she is on stage and when 
Eldon is on stage - briefly, as in 
this play, or at great length - 
they just seem to fit. 

Maybe it’s because they get 
into a part and stay in it; maybe 
it’s because they know their 
stage trade better than most 
semi-pros - and seem to like it.

after the date of lay-off, shall 
be granted sick leave credits 
equivalent to the accrued cred- 
es at the date of his termina- 

ion. 

(c) Any employee who resigned 
from employment at Sequoia 
Home or Springville County 
Hospital, including employees 
of the County aintenance 
Department who performed 
services at said institutions, on 
or after April 1, 1970, who is 
reinstated in County employ- 
ment within two (2) years aft- 
er the date that he resigned, 
shall be granted sick leave 
credits, equivalent to the ac- 
crued credits at the date of his 
resignation.
